the Department of Agriculture, for 
the price gf. each pu^r ojLsuch teeth 
is the life of'a nfomber Srthe coun- 
try's 
small 
and fast 
diminishing 


herds. 


They are very pretty ornaments, 


and for many years have been used 


by Indians, especially the squawa,' 
for the purpose; but the difference, 
is that the Indians used only1 the 
teeth from animals slaughtered for 
food and their hides, while the white' 
man kills the elk, extracts the two, 
teeth and wastes the rest. 


Thousands of bull elk have been 


krHed in the Yellowstone Park re-1 
gion by hunters who illegally poach 
upon the government preserves, and, 
despite the vigilance of rangers and ( 
guards, shoot down the elk in all' 
seasons, merely for the teeth. The' 
fashion of wearing these bits of bone 
as watch charms, cuff links, stick 
pins and -hat pins has been steadily 


growing as the once vast herds of elk 
dwindle and vanish and are threat- 
ened with -entire extinction, accord- 
ing to the Biological Survey.

hunters receive high prices for the 
teeth.

About twenty years ago the community of Round Prairie, in Todd County, Minnesota, 


was a typical one-industry farm community. 
Land couW be bought for from $15 to $20 


per acre. A crop failure meant annual ruin for the farmers, and crop failures,'always 
more or \ess common, had come to be pretty nearly the rule. 


In 1902 the farmers decided they had played the loser's end long enough, and^ fol- 


Jowlng just such suggestions as we have been making in this series of articles, they 
organized a cooperative creamery and started to geftheir farms onto a dairy basis. They 
had a hard start; in fact, harder than we would have around here. But they gradually 
.improved their herds; cut out the grain except to raise feed, they rotated crops, grew lots 
of corn, got alfalfa and soy beans started, and today they have a prosperous little farm 
community than which you have to travel a long distance to find better. 


This spring, in May, they are going to celebrate the twentieth anniversary of the 


founding of the creamery. It is to be a big event and the Governor of the state has 
been invited to be present nnd speak. From a rnir-down, one-crop community, Hound 
Prairie has farms wonderfully improved in producing ability and selling around $100 
and $125 per acre. The creamefy, notwithstanding there are three creameries within 
five-mile distances, and one of them one of the biggest in the state, pays out monthly 
$7000 and $8000 cash for cream. The farms produce GO many hogs and other livestock 
tliat the farmers have a cooperative livestock shipping association which ships every 
•week; also^a potato shipping association, Vhile the savings of the farmers mounted so 
that a bank was established five years ago which today has deposits of $75,000, although 
there is a bank in another town only three miles away, and three large banks in the 
county seat only five miles distant,

-Taking up. dairying at Round Prairie not only proved profitable in itself, but it 


induced other kinds of farming which were also safe and sure money-makers. In the 
process the farms were huilt up, the community became prosperous, and the farmer 
himself was made happy. 
• - 


The story is the same everywhere. 
Dairying promotes profitable farming. It builds 


up the land and makes a progressive and happy farm community. 
The time is ripe to 


d'o In our community what the farmers of Round''Prairie did and if we get started, as we 
easily can, and keep at It, as we certainly have the nerve to do, we can make our pros- 
perity just as stable and sure as' the farmers of all these other communities have done. 


We shall have more to say about this important matter next week.

Shepherd Says South Ameri- 


cans Past Masters in 


Art of Politics 


.MANY EDUCATORS THERE 


Berlin, Aug. 12.—South Americans 


are "past masters in the art of poli- 
tics," declared Professor William R. 
Shepfferd, of Columbia University, 
New York, in a recent lecture at the 
University of Berlin. Dr. Shepherd 
urgejl greater appreciation of the im- 
portance of Latin-American nations 
inthe counsel^ of world powers, dis- 
cussing the subject "The Republics 
of Spanish and Portuguese America 
and Their International Relations." 


The lecture was the first formal 


event of its kind since 1914. It was 
attended by a distinguished company 
of -some 400 persons,' including the 
American and Japanese ambassadors; 
representatives of the South Amer- 
ican diplomatic adn consular offices; 
members of the government, and a 
^number of noted professors of the 
university. The latter comprised an 
imposing, list of famous 
educators 


who have appeared in American uni- 
versity lecture rooms, »uch as Pro- 
fessor Friedlander, Bonn, Brandl, 
.Penck, Vogel, Spranger, 
Sternfeld, 


.Brinkmann, Seiring, Hegmann, and 
Koebner. 


Professor 
Shepherd was given a 


hearty reception when introduced by 
Or. Walter Nernst, Rector Magnifi- 
cus of the uiversity. Dr. Shepherd 
roughly outlined the historical de 
velopment of the Latin-American na- 
tions from the close of the 18th~ cen- 
tury when there existed "the greatest 
colonial empire every struck off the 
hand of man, the Empire of Spain." 
Decades upon decades, he said, the 
countries to the south of the United 


neglected by-Euro- 


-have—been—giving—llitlintlv 
ache pumping the water'themselves 
and in some cases have bought gaso- 
line engines to do the work.

In June of 
this year, however, there was more 
wind movement than in June, 1920, 
at Devils Lake through the average of

At the Moorhead, Minn., station, 


just across the Red River from Fargo,
